ADDRESSES WITHHELD 


Even Further Restrictions

ly or Semi-Monthly. 


Washington, March 11. In discus- 
‘Sions today of the war department's 
new policy of announcing names 
only in the casualty lists from 
France, it developed that department 
officials are considering adopting the 
European cutsom of publishing casual- 
ties weekly or semi-monthly, instead of 
daily. 

This plan has been suggested on the 
ground that it would effectually con- 
ceal from the enemy the losses in par- 
ticular engagements or series of en- 
gagements. Even if it is approved by 
the general staff, however, final action 
on the suggestion is expected to await 
the return of Secretary Baker from Eu- 
rope. 

Much Criticism of Order. 

Lacking instructions to the contrary 
from President Wilson, the depart- 
ment probably will adhere strictly to 
the decision to eliminate dates, desig- 
nations of units to which the men be- 
longed and their home addresses in 
the daily lists. 

The war department’s new plan of 
issuing the casualties may be investi- 
gated by the senate military commit- 
tee.

GERMANS DASHING 
AT BRITISH LINES. 


London, March 11.— The Germans 
continue their raids of the British lines 
in the Ypres sector, around Armen- 
tiers, and at various other points along 
the front. The report from Field Mar- 
shal Haig’s headquarters tonight de- 
scribing these operations, says: 

“Following a heavy bombardment of 
our trenches in the neighborhood of 
Armentiers, the enemy this morning 
thrice raided our posts in this sector.

British Advance in Palestine. 

London, March 11.—Another advance 
in Palestine by the British troops 18 
officially reported, a forward move- 
ment of about a mile and three-quar- 
ters on a front of twelve miles having 
been made on Saturday and Sunday.

chase -of farm lands near the Atlanta 
federal prison has been made in a bill 
favorably reported by the house judi- 
ciary committee. 

Warden Zerbst states that at present 
there are only 100 acres of tillable land 
on the reservation, and to raise meat 
and other food products sufficient to 
feed the inmates of the institution 
would require a farm of 1,000 acres. 

Dispatches were also received Mon- 
day telling of the favorable report by 
the house judiciary committee of a bill 
carrying an appropriation to install 500 
looms in the textile building being 
erected at the prison. A large number 
of prisoners will be employed in the 
manufacture of heavy duck textitles for 
war purposes and for mail bags.

Along These Lines Neces- 


sary to Maintain High 


“Troop Morale, Officers of 
82d Division State. 


“The importance of strict military 
Giscipline from every viewpoint can- 
not be stressed too much. It is a life 
and death matter, in fact, and this has 
been proved in the present war.” 

This is the statement made Monday 
by a prominent official of Camp Gor- 
don at division headquarters, speaking 
along lines of the recent order issued 
at the camp which provides that more 
attention be given by the entire divi- 


son in ge matter of saluting and uni-

Room for Improvement. 

‘While the troops at Camp Gordon 
are not particularly lex in these mat- 
ters, there is room for much improve- 
ment,” added the Gordon official, 
speaking of the order. “Observations 
of every military authority show that 
discipline is as important a factor in 
winning a war as is ammunition. 

“The incident of laxity of discipline 
among Great Britain’s first troops in 
the present war which made them un- 
fit to stem the Teuton invasion is well 
known to military men. The thing 
came about through an order which 
provided that all English soldiers 
blacken the brass buttons on their uni- 
forms in order to make them less visi- 
ble to the enemy. 

‘Immediately dingy rusty buttons 
were seen among Pngland’s troops, and 
the soldiers were given their first taste 
of slovenliness. Soon the men were 
not keeping their shoes shined, and it 
finally resulted in their going dirty 
about their persons. 

Button Order Responsible. 

“The cause of the failure of the 
troops to show up in efficient form 
was traced,“ the official continued, and 
it was found that the button order was 
at the back of it all. When this or- 
der was rescinded the English troops 
became more cleanly and there was a 
corresponding increase in discipline and 
efficiency. 

„It is thie very state of eircum- 
stances that the United States army 
is trying hard to avoid, and national 
authorities and officials at Camp Gor- 
don will do the utmost in their power 
to allow not even the smallest avenue 
for the troops to fall into slovenly 
habits,” 

The same official stated that he re- 


as one of the most important things in 
the trafning and use of troops. He 
explained that the salute is not a mark 
of inferiority, but that it is the silent 
manner in which brothers in arms meet 
each other in everyday life. 
Origin of Salute. 


Very few people know the origin or 
meaning of the salute,” he stated, “and 
its importance to victory as an asset 
to discipline. In old times when 
knights in armor met if was customary 


for the stranger or the junior knight 
to raise the visor of his casque in or- 


der to be recognized.” 

The custom has survived. the ages 
from “the days when knighthood was 
in flower” to the present, and its long 
use shows that it must be of impor- 
tance in a military sense. Our troops 
should maintain it to a fault, and they 
should also be careful to dress in uni- 
formity to army rules. This should be 
the result of personal pride. Here- 
after the camp will see that all men 
observe both rules to the latter.” 

Two Great Weaknesses. 


The order providing for a rigid sys- 
tem of saluting as well as a careful 
maintenance of uniformity of military 
clothing reads as follows: 


All military men agree that soldierly 
discipline of an extraordinarily high 


a 


for battlefield service today. Our. in- 
spectors general and our allies repeat- 
edly and conclusively force attention 
to the fact that the two greatest weak- 
‘nesses in American soldiers training 
are, first, the slovenly indifferent sa- 
lute, and, second, lack of uniformity 
in dress and equipment. 


As to salute: Commanders of all 
grades are hereby enjoined to make 
instructions in saluting a fixed part 
of their drills until every officer, en- 
listed man and organization can be, 
with certitude, pronounced proficient in 
salutes as prescribed in United States 
army regulations, and various drill 
Aegulations. This phrase of the soldier's 
training must be considered vital, in- 
stead of casual or incidental, and the 
individual should not be classed as 
proficient until he can perform the act 
of saluting with the bearing and look 
of pride that are so vitally necessary 
to the accomplishment of the real 
salute. 

Lack ot Uniformity. 

Lack of uniformity in dress: All 
commanders are further enjoined to 
vigorously suppress al] slovenliness of 
personal dress and wearing of uni- 
form outer clothing. Uniformity of 
dress throughout a command is ab- 
solutely essential to discipline, and 
must be kept constantly in mind by 
commanders at all times. Apropos of 
the foregoing, one inspector aptly 


garded the military salute and its per- 


states: 

“When a command is seen, some in 
campaign hats, some in canvas hats, 
some in Red Cross helmets, some in 
stocking caps and some in combina- 
tions of these different. articles, all in 
the same organization, the effect is 
ruinous to smartness and hence to dis- 
cipline.

Inspectors general and other staff 
officers will constantly bear these ten- 
dencies of our troops in mind when- 
ever they observe them, and they will 
use every endeavor to assist in eradi- 
cating these weaknesses. 

As evidence of the fact that the 
camp intends to see to it that strict 


military: discipline along these lines 
is upheld in the future, the following 
order was made public at division 
headquarters Monday: 


The service coat will be worn by of- 
ficers and men when visiting cities or 
towns. 

The service cap:may be worn by of- 
ficers when leaving to visit towns or 
cities. They will not be worn on duty 
or in camp. When the.service cap is 
worn, officers will wear white cuffs 
and a white collar or stock. 

Soldiers on Pass. 

Commanding officers will issue such 
instructions as may be necessary to 
have all enlisted men going on pass 
inspected before they leave camp, and 
notation thereof made on the pass. 

Organization commanders will be held 
responsfble for the appearance of their 
men in camp and on pass. At all times 
coats and shirts will bé buttoned 
throughout, hats worn squarely, leg- 
gins snugly laced and shoes cleaned. 
The wearing of silk hat cords by en- 
listed men is forbidden. 

In and out of camp, men will walk 
in a military manner, and not loiter 
along roads or streets. No more than 
two will walk abreast; all will keep 
to the right of the road or street. De- 
tachments and organizations in ranks 
will be marched on the right side of 
roads and will cross roads at the double 
time. Organizations marching on the 
road will be trained to close-in to less 
than normal interval when passing 
other organizations and traffic. 

Commanding officers and organiza- 
tion commanders will devote particu- 
lar attention to this matter.

Waycross Man Wanted in Chi-

L. J. Cooper, president of the First 
National Bank of Waycross, Ga., and 
a former representative in the general 
assembly from Ware county, will re- 
sist extradition to the state of IIII- 
nois on a Chicago warrant charging 
him with “operating a confidence 
game.”

Washington, March 11.— President 
Wilson today renewed his request for 


enactment of the Overman bill, giving 
him greater powers to co-ordinate and 
reorganize government departments. 
The president was said to be insistent 


upon its passage substantially in the 
form originally presented to congress. 

After a conference with the presi- 
dent, Senator Overman, author of the 
measure, said it appeared a compro- 
mise could not be reached and the dis- 
pute “would have to be fought out.” 

President Wilson was represented as 
refusing to accept a compromise pro- 
posed by Senator Smith, of Georgia, 
to limit his anthority to the army, navy 
and shipping board. Senator Overman 
said he would oppose such a limita- 
tion, and added that the administration 
has enough votes in the judiciary com- 
mittee to secure a favorable report on 
the bill as it was introduced. 

Senator Smith submitted his amend- 
ment to the committee today and it is 
underetood to have been presented by 
Senator Overman to the president. Sen- 
ator Overman said the committee prod- 
ably would approve amendments pro- 
viding that the president’s authority 
under the bill shall extend to the fed- 
eral reserve board, the interstate com- 
merce commission and a few other 
agencies. 

The committee, which will meet again 
Wednesday, when it probably will be 
given the president’s views by Senator 
Overman, today adopted an amendment 
prohibiting the president from creat- 
ing any new. agency in any re-organiza- 
tion of departments he t under- 
take. *

On being told 
to stand and receive sentence Johnson 
was given no opportunity to make a 
statement but later saw a newspaper 
man to whom he gave the following: 

“I am bitterly disappointed, of course, 
as I was confident that I would be ac- 
quitted. It is mighty hard for me to 
realize that I, an absolutely innocent 
man who had never seen Walter Wade 
and who was not in Americus on the 
night he was killed, could be found 
guilty of anything whatever. However, 
I have no criticism for the jury. They 
were undoubtedly conscientious. But I 
do say that they have made a terrible 
mistake. A life sentence is an awful 
thing, but I am confident that before 
long the truth of this case will be fully 
known and when it is there is going to 
be a change of public sentiment. 

“The feeling against me has been 
wholly unjustified. I was never in 
trouble before in my life. I have 
never harmed any man. In fact, I was 
an officer of the law nearly all of my 
grown life and have sought to be a law- 
abiding citizen. In the event my at- 
torneys get me a new trial I am sure 
that they will ask for a change of 
venue since the jury box has been ex- 
hausted.” 

“T have no criticism to make of any 
one, but I do know that I have been 
done a tremendous injystice. I just 
want to add that no man ever had bet- 
ter representation than I had in my 
trial. Attorney W. D. McNeil, in my 
opinion, is the greatest lawyer in the 
world.” 

Johnson is the second of the defend- 
ants in this case to be placed on trial, 
each being given life sentences in the 
penitentiary. The trial of others in- 
dicted is not expected to be taken up 
at this time, but it is definitely stated.

In point of loyalty to their adopted flag 
the Greek residents of the United States 
have consistently let it be known that their 
spirit is abreast that of any other citizens 
of foreign birth or lineage, including even 
those whose native countries are aligned 
with America in the war against Prussian- 
ism. 

Here in Atlanta the Greeks have not let 
pass an opportunity to assert and reassert 
their devotion to America, their appreciation 
of the blessings of American freedom and 
protection and their loyalty to the cause for 
which America is fighting. 

Such an opportunity was afforded a few 
days ago upon the occasion of the opening of 
the new Greek Soldiers’ club, established 
and to be maintained by the local Hellenic 
colony for the benefit of the Greek soldiers 
assigned to Camp Gordon for training. 

In speaking at the opening exercises, S. 
Vocos, chairman of the Atlanta Greek col- 
ony and president of the new club, begged— 


“permission to say something about the 
feelings not only of the committee, but 
of every member of the club, and every 
Greek who is so fortunate as to call 
America his home.” 


He went on to say that— 


“as Hellenes, well do we know our duty, 
and, as Americans, we have united the 
wise men of a proud old race with those 
just as wise and: just as proud of this 
new country—our foster-mother and the 
best foster-mother in the world.” 


America may safely rely in any emer: 
gency upon people, regardless of nationality, 
whose spirit is typified by such lofty ex- 
pressions. 

Such an organization merits the support 
and the co-operation of all good citizens and 
of all other pAtriotic organizations of the 
community. 


RIDING TO A FALL. 


If the new “national party” gives sympa-

HEALTH TALKS 
— BRArne 


CLAVUS, HARD AND SOFT. 

In private practice when a doctor pulls a 
long face and pushes out a long word for a 
perfectly common, vulgar ailment, get ready 
to pay him an outrageous fee for some pretty 
punk advice. But in print it is different. In 
print a doctor can spread long words all over 
the paper. Clavus is colloquially known as 
corns. Corns jand hypertrophies of the 
stratum corneum, if you know what we mean 
don’t. Well, frankly, corns are pro- 
liferations of the horny layer of the skin, 
caused by prolonged friction and pressure, 

All clear so far. 

The friction and pressure are generally 
due to tight and incorrectly shaped shoes. 
But sometimes corns grow on the palms of 
the hands, and sometimes on the abdonicn tin 
carpenters, for instance). The shoemaxers, 
however, are to blame for nearly all corns. 
I suspect they ‘purposely build shoes on un- 
natural lasts in order to give people corna, 
bunions and other foot troubles and then 
establish little branch departments where 
more or less futile appliances and reme- 
ides for such troubles are dispensed. Be 
that as it may the first step in the cure of 
corns is the adoption of shoes built to fit 
the shape of the foot. 

Hard corns and soft corns are equally 
easy to cure. 

Soft corns are corns developing on moist 
surfaces, usually between the toes. 

Paint the corn, not the surrounding skin, 
each night with a solution of 30 grains of 
salicylic acid in flexible collodion. Flexible 
collodlon is the liquid surgeons employ to 
make an impervious coating over slight 
wounds—a kind of liquid courtplaster. It 
will be found that the corn will soften and 
come off after several nights. <A good hot 
soaking every night will aid the process, 

In the case of soft corns, the opposing 
surfaces must be kept spread apart by bits 
of dry guaze or absorbent cotton well pow- 
dered with boric acid or zinc stearate. Dry- 
ness must be maintained at all times. ‘The 
same solution may be applied as for hard 
corns. 

Now, the corns are cured. If you will 
go barefoot for a few weeks they won't 
come back. People confined for several 
weeks in bed always lose their corns. . 

Or if you will adopt properly 
shoes, and not return to the foot-twisting 
out-veered glasts, narrow points, and 
cramped toes, there is no reason why you 
should grow any more corns.

We have had so many tragedies in this 
world war, Belgium, Serbia, Montenegro and 
that greatest of all tragedies, which is con- 
temporary Russia, that the fall of Rumania 
will make something less of an impression 
than it should. Yet what the latest German 
treaty actually marks is the end of an effort 


ot a brave people for unity and freedom, an 


effort which recalls in all its details the 
first venture and the original failure of 
Italy, the campaign which ended in Novara 
and the abdication of the king of Sardinia. 
Fot Rumania there is solace in the fact that 
less than a quarter of a century after Charles 
Albert advicated, his son, Victor Emmanuel, 
entered Rome, master of a united Italy. 

Rumania’s rights, the justice of her 
cause, have been obscured by the lack of 
American understanding of Balkan condi- 
tions and the suspicion which always at- 
taches to territorial ambitions. In fact, 
Rumania sought, by entering the war upon 
the allied side, to liberate some four mil- 
lions of people of her own race and lan- 
guage, living under conditions of intolerable 
servitude in Hungary and the Bukovina. So 
Italy allied herself with France to gain 
Lombardy, and with Prussia to acquire 
Venetia, half a century ago. And the unifi- 
cation of Italy is rightly regarded as the 
finest page in European history in the last 
century. 

Having tried, and failed, having failed 
because she was betrayed by the Russian 
autocracy in 1916 and deserted by the Rus- 
sian revolutionists in 1917 and 1918, Ruma- 
nia must now pay the price. This price is 
clearly set forth in the text of the treaty 
of peace, which has just been published. 
To Bulgaria she must cede all the Dobrudga 
district, lying between the Danube and the 
Black sea, having an area about equal to 
that of New Jersey and a population of 
some 650,000. This cession deprives Ruma- 
nia of her single seaport, Constanza, and 
puts Bulgaria in control of the whole of 
the southern bank of the Danube from the 
Iron Gates to the Black sea. In addition, 
Rumania will have to consent to certain 
‘“rectifications” of frontier along the Tran- 


| sylvanian Alps which will give the Aus- 


triane a free road to 
future. 


Bucharest for the 


Absorbed in Mitteleuropa. 

In sum, Rumania, having allied herself 
with the foes of the central powers, and 
having been conquered, is now to be ab- 
sorbed into that Mitteleuropa which has 
been created. She is to lose all real politi- 
cal freedom and economically to become 
the servant of the German, who is the real 
master in the counsels of the central alli- 
ance. Upon Bulgaria is bestowed a valuable 
portion of Rumania’s territory, and thus the 
Bulgar henceforth will have every incentive 


to remain faithful to the German, without 


whose aid he cannot possibly hold what he 
has acquired. 

For herself, Germany has retained a 
free road to Odessa across Rumanian terri- 
tory in the new treaty of peace, and this 
means one more step toward the complete 
mastery of the Black sea. This course fits 
in well with the latest bestowal upon Tur- 
key of the Russian Armenian provinces, in- 
cluding with the rich oil district of Batum 
and the western terminus of the railroad to 
the Caspian sea, by which penetration of 
Persia and even invasion of India in the 
remoter future may be made possible. Ru- 
mania, Turkey, Bulgaria, these are, here 
after, to be only pawns in the German game, 
and even Ukrainia, despite its size, will be 
at the mercy of the nation which holds the 
Dardanells, since this is the road of Ukrain- 
ian commerce to the open sea.

Rumania she acquired at the congress of 


Berlin. There Russia plundered her recent 
ally of the Bessarabian littoral. A despair- | 


ing appeal of the Rumanians at last found a 


hearing and the northern end of the Do- 
brudja was acquired under the Berlin agree- 
ment. This territory was expanded in the 
second Balkan war by the seizures from 
Bulgaria of the silistrian strip, a proceed- 
ing hardly defensible on any grounds and 
constituting the single blot on the honorable 
history of Rumania. 


Only One Chance. 

Thus reduced Rumania will remain a 
state about equal to the size of New York, 
with a population of approximately 7,000,000. 
She will accordingly remain the largest of 
the Balkan states, but that political suprem- 
acy which was once hers will pass to Bul- 
garia, supported by Austrian and German 
bayonets. Only one chance remains that 
Rumania will profit by the present war, 
conceivably the Germans will permit her 
to annex Bessarabia, with its 2,000,000 peo- 
ples, more than three-quarters of them Ru- 
manian, but Hungarian and Bulgar oppo- 
sition render such a concession unlikely. 

In the larger view Rumania will .hence- 
forth constitute one of those helpless states, 
which Germany is strewing about her east- 
ern pathway. Lithuania, Poland, Ukralnia, 
Rumania, Bulgaria, Serbia, Finland, these 
are all to be dependent upon Germany, eco- 
nomically her servants and militarily in- 
capable of opposing her will. Turkey, too, 
is to be a colony, rather than a. free state, 
a field for German economic development 
and a recruiting station for those other 
German armies, which are to push south 
toward Egypt and India. Persia is already 
being brought within the German scheme 
of things, by the later annexations of Rus- 
Sian territory. 

And for the world the lesson for all this 
must be plain. If this edifice Germany is 
creating survives the end of the present 
war, the peace which is made will be a 
truce, it will be but a breathing spell before 
the world is forced to undertake a new 
effort to free itself from a Super-Napo- 
leonic meance. Rumania’s fate forecasts 
that of Serbia. We already know pretty 
well what is to happen to Poland, Germany 
has temporarily gained the mastery of the 
east and this control can only be shaken 
by defeat in the west. 


A Death Sentence. 

Doubtless we shall have other treaties in 
the east, before the consequences of the 
Russian collapse are finally liquidated by 
the Germans. But it is well to recognize 
that these are of themselves of no impor- 
tance, the fact of German success and domi- 
nation has already been established, the 
terms in which this control expresses itself 
are of minor value. Germany’s power to 
deal with the smaller peoples of the Bal- 
kans and with the disorganized and dis- 
tracted Russians is the thing the world 
has to face. 

But with the disappearance of Rumania 
from the battleline, with the imposition by 
Germany of what amounts to a death sen- 
tence upon all Rumania’s aspirations, and, 
in fact, upon all of her liberties, the nations 
of the west must perceive with even greater 
clarity the task which is before them. Ru- 
mania has fallen fighting bravely, she has 
surrendered only when, twice betrayed, she 
had no further power to resist. The duty 
of her former allies to her remains un- 
changed by her forced surrender. If she is 
deserted, if the west accepts the German 
treaty with Rumania, then not alone Ru- 
mania, but all the little peoples will be 
placed under the shadow of German domina- 
tion without hope of future resistance.

American Grocers’ Society Will 
Make City Distributing Point 
for Three States. 


It was announced Monday that the 
American Grocers’ society, the largest 
company of its kind in the United 
States, is planning to erect a large 
warehouse in the city, and to make 
Atlanta the distributing pomt for a 
number of warehouses to be estab- 
lished in Georgia, South Carolina and 
northern Florida. D. J. Bryan, special 
representative of the company, arrived 
in the city yesterday. 

Mr. Bryan has called a meeting of all 
local grocers, and any other persons 
interested in the proposition, for the 
parlor of the Ansley hotel next Thurs- 
day night at 8:30 o’clock. J. J. Horan, 
vice president of the national organi- 
zation, will outline the plan and ex- 
plain the advantages to be Zerived by 
the grocers. 

Grocers who join the association will 
be enabled to purchase gvods at much 
lower prices, it is stated. 

“The American Grocers’ society,” said 
-Mr. Bryan, “is operated by grocers, and 
none but grocers are allowed to join.” 
The company was organized in the 
north and many warehouses are scat- 
tered from Boston to Richmond. The 
purpose of the organization is to elimi- 
nate the jobbers’ profits. There are no 
salesmen employed b ythe society, and 
goods will be bought b ythe retailer 
at much, lower prices. 

“The society now has over 6,000 mem- 
bers, who own and operate their own 
stores, and has large warehouses in 
Boston, Newark, Baltimore, Washing- 
ton, and Richmond,” he said.

The Carnegie library is putting on a 
big drive for all the idle books in At- 
lanta homes during the week of March 
18. These books are wanted for the 
soldiers and ‘sailors both at home and 
overseas. 

This drive is being put on through- 
out the United States by the Library 
War Service, which is a part of the 
Fosdick commission on Liberty Camp 
Activities and the goal has been set 
for 2,000,000 books. 

The organization for the Atlanta cam- 
paign is being perfected by Miss T. D. 
Barker, the Atlanta librarian. The 
co-operation of the public schools and 
the drug stores has been obtained so 
that all the public schools and drug 
stores in the city will act as receiving 
stations for gifts of books throughout 
the week of March 18. The organiza- 
tion is being planned to make it as 
easy as possible for people to deliver 
the books, 

All the Sunday schools of the city 
have been requested to observe Sunday, 
March 17, as Camp Library day, when 
every member of the Sunday school 
will bring at least one book for the 
camp libraries. 

The Library War Service already has 


camp library buildings at thirty-four 
camps. These libraries are all in oper- 
ation in charge of the ablest men in the 
library profession, and the service is 
being extended to branches in Y. M. C. 
A. and K. of C. huts, hospitals, Y. W. 
C. A. hostess houses and to chaplains 
in smaller forts, posts and on naval 
vessels. Over a half million books are 
already in use. 


Last September, a fund of a million 


and a half dollars was raised for the 
Library War Service. In order that the 
fund may be conserved for the purchase 
of the many expensive technical books 
that are needed by the soldiers, the pub- 
lic is being asked to make large gifts 
of popular books. 


The service is to be extended to the 
troops overseas; in fact, Dr. Raney, of 
Johns Hopkins university, is already in 
France to organize the work. It is the 
plan of the Library War Service to see 
that every soldier who boards a trans- 
port has a book. When the soldier ar- 
rives “over there” these books will be 
collected and assembled in the Y. M. 
C. A. huts and regimental units so that 
the men even in the trenches will have 
books in their dugouts. But this serv- 
ice cannot be given unless the people 
give generously from their private col- 
lections. 

People are urged to give not only the 
books they do not want, but are urged 
to take from their collections the very 
books they have enjoyed most and send 
them on to the boys in khaki for them 
to enjoy. In England, five books have 
been given for every book purchased. 
With the plans worked out for the lo- 
cal campaign, Atlanta is expected to go 
“over the top” with several thousand 
books.

ON GAS BILL REBATES 


N Rates on Macon, 
Dublin and Savannah Will 
Also Be Discussed. 


The Georgia railroad commission will 
determine at a session which will be- 
gin today whether the Atlanta Gas 
Light company does or does not owe 
to its customers material rebates on 
bills. collected by it during months 
when inferior gas was furnished At- 
lanta citizens. 

Preliminary to the gas hearings, 
Preston S. Arkwright, president, and 
George W. Brine, vice president of 
the gas company, Monday discussed 
with C. Murphy Candler, chairman of 
the railroad committee. the .situation 


created by recommendations of Cecil P. 
Poole, city mechanical engineer, asking 
these rebates. Mr. Poole’s report was 
filed with the railroad commission on 
Friday last. 

The railroad commission will be in 
executive session during discussion of 
the gas problem and will not take it 
up, therefore, until after the open ses- 
sion is disposed of. At this open ses- 
sion the matter of passenger rates on 
the Macon, Dublin and Savannah rail- 
road looms large. Increases in these 
rates are sought and arguments will 
undoubtedly take such time that the 
gas question cannot be entered into un- 
til Wednesday at the earliest. Beside 
this railroad case there are several oth- 
er minor cases that, in the order of 
business, must come before the ques- 
tion of gas rebates. 

No formal statement has been given 
to the public as to the nature of the 
discussion between Chairman Candler 
and the officials of the Atlanta Gas 
Light company. It has been declared 
informally, however, that the company 
is willing to pay some rebate, but is 
unwilling to pay so large amounts as 
the Poole report suggests. 

Mr. Poole would have users of gas 
for light received for three months’ 
payments rebates of 30, 40 and 60 per 
cent per month, 1 Users of 
gas for heat should receive for the 
same three months no rebate, 15 per 
cent and 30 per cent, respectively. It 
is to these figures that the gas com- 
pany will object.

H. L. Collier, superintendent of con- 
struction, in discussing the street situa- 
tion Monday, stated that it would be 
better all around if the = legislature 
would give Atlanta authority to issue 
“baby” bonds for street paving. Mr. 
Collier stated that scores of northern 
and western cities that are neither 80 
old nor so rich as Atlanta are better 
paved than this city because they have 
adopted the ten-year baby bond plan 
of raising money to pave their streets. 

Under this plan, the property own- 
ers pay for the cost of the paving in 
ten annual installments, which makes 
the burden a light one. The average 
cost to the property owner of paving 
a street in front of a 60-foot lot is 
$150. Under the baby bond plan this 
expense would be spread over ten years 
so the property owner would not feel 
the burden of street work as he does 
at the present time, although there 
would be nothing in the contract to 
prevent him paying the ‘whole debt at 
one time if he so desired. 

The bonds would be coupon bearing, 
with interest at perhaps 6 per cent, 
and should be easily disposed of, as 
they would be a second lien on the 
property, city taxes alone superseding 
them, At the present time, the first 
payment for street paving must be 


made within 30 days after the street | 


department gives notification of the 
completion of the work. Notes of one, 
two and three years, bearing 7 per 
cent interest ,are accepted by the city 
for deferred payments. 

Superintendent Collier stated if the 
city were authorized to enter into such 
an arrangement he felt that within a 
few years the entire city would be well 
Paved.
